This fur also also becorrws wet and dirty after 
exiling (he pond tiue lo the length of the mats, Long, matled, wet Ijr csn oonjribule lo skin conditions which can 
cause pain er distress lo en enimal. 

The licensee irdioated that they do not have the proper clippers to quicl<lv groom this welt hybrid’s lur without causing 
stress to the animal . 


This animpi shell be gropmed wi|h sufficient frBquenoy lo reniave ftie melted fur p,nd control Iho length pt |he Fur 
without causing undue stress. The pyecuremani el better clfipere ntlght facilitate this procedure. 

AJI oF the lelids {with ihe e^tcepliori or Kumar) have not received their yearly disiemper vaccinations. The tox have' 
also not received their yearly rabies vaccination. The Program of Veterinary Ca/e indicates lhal these vacanations 
would be given yearly. 

All vaccinalions as Histed on your Program of Velerinary Care shall be given as indicated to prevent diseases. 

A Fallow dear "Rufus" was authamzad on Ncvembar 2b, 2D 12. The necropsy imh^aled that this animal had ingasled 
plastic bags, S toreign material among other ilems. Liver flukes were also observed The deer pen is always very 
mucky wet towards Fhp rear pi the eahibit and cpntsing many grtgils. 

The facility does not have a comprehensive plan lo treat Ihe remaining 4 deer. A plan shall be deV'Sloped in 
don^ultaticii with ypur attending veterinarian ip lest &>'or treat ihe remaining deer, kill and cpnindl the snail populeticn, 
and dry the pens to reduce Ihe risk of liver fluke parasite infection. 
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The facility tas instituted a rtew employee training program which addresses Ihe need for trequenl cleaning of the 
enclp5<jre5 ol ary materiglg that (san be hazardws tp tha animals if lingeaied. All gl ttie ampipyeea ha™ been 
ratralrod. Trie martagaawit shall froqLiantly otistirve the ertclosures & grounds to enscire mat no trash, plastic hags, 
or other foreign materials remain inskJe any ol ttie endosunes. The facility uses plastic ttags to pul the alligator food 
in, and sails various plastic bags al snaake/ohips bn the publie. Tha public can purctiase thesa bags and than walk 
through Ifw park with them. These types of hogs pose a risk lo Ibe animals II they are Ingested. Voo may want lo 
consider changing the types el bags to ortes that are more easily digestible (paper or plant based bags or containers) 
if Ihey stvdukl ba aocklartilally ingastad by tha animals.

The dirt at Ihe Front right corner of Ihte Fo>! enclosure has been dug OLrt by the loires eirposing the underlying wine 
mesh which has srasled halos undameath Ihis mesh. The siza oA tha axposad mash and hdlas undarneath can allow 
the leet d the lok to go through. This oonditioni can pdenllally cause injury to Ihelr feet. The same condition (to a 
lesser eiflent) exists al the right reer of this enclosure alw- 

These areas shall be filled in and maintain so that it does rwl potentially cause injury to these animals
